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RHODE ISLAND AND r tiO H lB l-

There is an effort being made in Rhode 
Island to wipe out the law of prohibi­ 
tion. 
Three years ago the prohibition 
amendment was adopted in that state by 
a vote of 15,113 to 9,230. It was thought 
by temperance men to be the best thing 
that could be dote. It was well that the 
constitutional amendment was tried. 
The result is not well for temperance, 
and it is a disgrace to the state of Rhode 
Island. 
The people have not tried to 
any extent to enforce the law. No soon­ 
er was the amendment declared earned 
than drinking began to be done openly, 
and saloons put on an air of defiance. 
With this violation of law came in­ 
creased drunkenness. 
The following 
table gives tbe figures for four years, o* 
which 1885 was license, 1886 half license 
and half prohibition, and tbe last tw° 
prohibition: 
1885 ........................ 2.457; 1887 ........................ 3.626 
1886...................... 3,636! 1888........................ 4,005 
With this state of things existing, the 
people demand that there shall be a 
change, na! that tbe law shall be en­ 
forced, but that the law should be re­ 
pealed . Of course if a law is not good, it 
is better to repeal it; bat it does seem 
that in Rhode Island there ought to be 
intelligence enongh, and xmrsge enough, 
and power enongh to make that law re­ 
spected.

One of the reforms most 
needed in this country is such a one as 
that sought to be inaugurated by the bill 
named in the quotations from the Even­ 
ing Wisconsin. 
What every jury oase 
needs, and what every man wants who 
has a case in coart whether he be plain­ 
tiff or defendant, is an intelligent jury, i 
one made up of men who read the news- 
j 
papers, men who have curiosity enough 
to read all abont the chief happenings of I 
the day, aud who is intelligent enongh ' 
and fair enough to decide a case on its 
merits. 
It is a strange thing that the bar of 
the oountry does not demand just such a 
law a9 that proposed by the bill now be - 
fore the New York legislature. Justice 
demands it. Common sense demands 
it. Tbe intelligence of the times de­ 
mands it. It is a fact that the jury sys­ 
tem of tbe Sandwich Islands is as far 
superior to that of the United States as 
our schcool system is in advance of that 
of China, In those Islsnds tbe jury 
system is in keeping with the nineteenth 
century, aud the criminal jarispiudenrf 
of the kingdom of Katakana I, is half a 
century rn advance of ours. There is 
very much in the criminal code and in 
the jury system of the Sandwich Islands 
Which tbe Untied States woald do well 
fty adopt. 


The latest Russian exploring venture 
in Central Asia promises interesting and 
important results.

YOUNG WOMAN SEIZED I OM 
A CROWDED STREET.

C h ic a g o , March 2 6 .—A case of kidnap­ 
ing that for boldness outrivals anything 
ever before committed in this city was 
enacted last evening on Van Buren street 
within a few feet of State. 
It occurred 
about 6 :4 5 o’clock, an hour when hundreds 
of people pass the spot on their way home 
from work. 
What makes the case sc 
daring was that it took place right under 
the full glare of an electric light. 
Hattie Mendelson is the name of the 
victim. 
She is a pretty, black-eyed, Jew­ 
ish girl, scarce 19 years of age. 
Miss 
Mendelson works in a down town shirt 
factory and had received her weekly pay, 
$ 9 .9 0 , of which she had spent $ 1 .5 0 for a 
jersey and was then waiting for a car. 
She stood there for three minutes, per­ 
haps, when a man slipped up liehind her, 
and telling her he would kill her if she 
made an outcry, placed his hand over her 
mouth and threw her into a buggy stand­ 
ing in the alley. 
In what direction he 
drove she doesn’t know. 
He proDably 
chloroformed her, as she lost conscious­ 
ness the moment he placed his hand over 
her mouth. 
When she awoke it was in tho front 
yard of No. 4 ,0 8 4 Prairie avenue. 
Mrs. 
C. B. Kent resides at that number, and a 
few moments before 8 o’clock, while sit­ 
ting in the rear parlor Mrs. Kent was 
startled at hearing the cries of a person as 
if in pain. 
Half a dozen people hastened 
to the spot wnence the cries proceeded, and 
lying upon the ground by the side of the 
house they discovered Miss Mendelson. 
At first she apjieared unable to talk aud 
in a bewildered, semi-unconscious manner 
appealed for aid from some impending 
danger which she imagined threatened 
her. 
The young woman was cared ] fcr and 
later taken home. 
A reporter saw Miss Mendelson at her 
home last night, and she said that she 
could give no description of her assailant 
except that he was well-dressed and wore a 
silk hat. 
The money and jersey were 
taken from her, but no injury was done to 
her person. 
From the time she was thrown into the 
buggy until she regained consciousness she 
has no recollection of what occurred. 
Jt is 
one of the most mysterious affairs that has 
occured in this city in many a day. 
The 
police do not think that the man’s motive 
was robbery, but that it was his intention 
to assault her. 
Miss Mendelson does not 
receive the attentions of any young man, 
and does not remember of ever seeing her 
assailant before.

M i l w a u k e e , Wis., March 26.—It is re 
ported here that a new industry, the 
knowledge of which will cause a sensation 
on the bull side of tho oats market, has 
been developed by the corner in oats now 
being run. 
The ne w industry is the clip­ 
ping and scouring of oats to make low 
grade oats conform with the higher stand­ 
ard as to weight, etc., so that they can 
be delivered in fulfillment of contracts for 
the regular grade, which has been cor­ 
nered. 
The gentleman said that hundreds 
of thousands of bushels of clipped oats will 
be delivered in May, when the pending 
contracts come to fulfillment, and the re­ 
sult may be that the corner will be broken. 
The clipping is done by a patented machine 
which cuts the narrow end from each indi­ 
vidual oat at the rate of 300 bushels a min­ 
ute. 
It is alleged that these machines are 
now at work in every elevator in Chicago.

C om m ander M u llan ’s R ep ort R eceiv ed 
—T he N lp sie Safe. 
W ashington, March 26.— Capt. C. N. 
Schoonmaker, commanding tho Vandalia, 
reports to the navy department, under date 
of Feb. 23, the arrival of tho Vandalia, 
under his command, at Apia, Samoa, the 
day previous. 
He found in port the Nipsic, the Cal liope, 
and the German corvettes Adler, Olga, and 
Eber. 
Everything > has been quiet since 
the last news from Samoa. 
Commander 
Mullan, having prepared a full report of 
the condition of affairs in tho islands, would 
send it by the same mail. 
The Trenton had 
not arrived. 
Commander Mullen of the Nipsic reports, 
Under date of Feb. 23, that the ship Cal­ 
liope arrived Feb. 2, and relieved the Roy­ 
alist. 
The English paper, the “Samoan 
Times,” has resumed publication. On Feb. 
14 a severe gale visited the harbor, and the 
American bark Constitution was driven 
ashore a total wreck. 
The second cutter 
Of the Nipsic, in charge of Ensign W. P. 
White, took off the captain and crew. The 
Constitution was owned by Mr. Nicholas 
Richard of San Francisco, and was former­ 
ly a steamer. 
She was rebuilt in 1873 at 
San Francisco. 
Other smaller vessels are 
reported to have gono ashore on the west 
end of Upola island. 
Affairs at Apia havo been very quiet 
since the last dispatch to the department. 
No molestations of foreigners or natives 
have occurred. 
Herr Branded, a German 
Subject and the president of tho so-called 
Tamasese government, is reported to have 
resigned and left for Sydney in the mer­ 
chant steamer Lilbeck. 
On the 22(1 of 
February the Nipsic dressed ship in honor 
of the anniversary o! Washington’s birth­ 
day and tho foreign men-of-war took part 
In the exercises. 
The indications are that 
the Tamasese party is losing ground.

S ch ofield Issu es an O rder R e­ 
la tin g to D e ta ilin g M en to D uty. 
W ashington, 
March 
26.—Maj.-Gen 
Schofield has issued a general order based 
on the recent act of Congress increasing the 
number of officers who may be detailed ta 
duty in colleges and promulgating a set 
of regulations prescribed by the President 
under the law.

in brief, as follows: As a rule captains of 
companies, regimental staff officers, or 
officers who have served less than three 
years with their regiments or corps, or 
who havo recently completed a tour of de­ 
tached duty, will not be eligible.

Officers may file applications for 
detail with the Adjutant-General.

I will now do so. 
Colorow was not regarded 
as a great statesman even by 
i his tribe, but ho won the 
r faith and approval of his 
people more especially by his 
patient and efficient methods of untiring 
homicide. 
He did not care for tho 
pomp and circumstance of war, the 
blare of bugles, the neighing of red- 
nostrilod chargers, or the gaudy trap­ 
pings and paraphernalia of combat. 
He preferred the quiet of the bosky 
dell, tho silent night, the sough of the 
pine or any other soughorer, so that he 
was not included himself, the quiet of 
the forest, the deep hush of the lonely 
gulch, with none but the Great Spirit 
and tho regular army to watch him. 
Then, with a steady aim and the click 
of his approved Winchester the echoes 
and the lonely prospector died away 
together. 
The stream moved gently 
on. 
Then Colorow’s own special buz­ 
zard descended from the crest of tho 
hills and began his inquest. The mod­ 
est chieftain robbed the dead and then 
went on. 
He did not ask to be ban­ 
queted on his return. 
He scorned the 
popular approval and asked for no rec­ 
ognition other than tho consciousness 
of duty well done. That was Colorow's 
style. 
Do I not know him ? Have we not 
roamed over the North Park and 
Muddy Pass and along Owl Creek and 
over Independence Mountain together, 
or nearly so, I being only two or three 
mountains in advance ? 
But he is game. Colorow celebrated 
bis Christmas by sitting around the 
depot of the Great 
Hence. Philanthro­ 
pists tell us he has 
gone 
directly 
to 
Heaven. I hope not. 
That is, I hope he 
has not gone direct­ 
ly there. 
I trust 
that he had a chance 
to stop somewhere 
on the road 
aud 
wash away his guilty 
stains. 
When I saw_ 
him buried in the - 
North Park I no- 
ticed that ho had 
the largest collec­ 
tion 
of 
guilty and other 
styles 
of 
stains 
of 
any savage 
I 
had 
ever associated 
with. 
If Colorow 
has gono directly to Heaven, and it be­ 
comes generally known, it will cer 
tainly do much to discourage travel 
that way next year; and salvation, 
which has heretofore been entirely 
free, will be placed on the list of ar­ 
ticles requiring protection. 
Colorow’s deatft was caused by pneu­ 
monia directly, brought on by exposure 
It seems that a year ago, at a full-dress 
ball, given at Ouray, he forgot to 
bandage up his lungs when he changed 
from a high to a low cut vest, and pneu­ 
monia harvested the great warrior just 
as Yule-tide was coming on. 
He was not a ready-spoken man, and 
as a lecturer and reader of his own 
words he was repeatedly criticised, but 
he was a ruthless foe, and would rather 
do that than anything else. He started 
in as a young man to wipo out the 
United States, and, though ho did not 
succeed, he has done what he could. 
He did not care for publicity or press 
notices. He just wanted to know that 
ho had the approval of his own little 
smoke-tanned conscience, and then he 
would take an old rag and some kero­ 
sene oil and clean out his old rifle and 
start out again. 
Some days he would 
scare up two or three white men, and 
get them all. 
Other days he would 
have to content himself with a little 
dead child. 
Often ho played to poor 
business, but he never murmured or 
repined. 
Colorow' did not believe in industry 
or open hostility. 
He was a conserva­ 
tive Jack the Ripper on his father's 
side. All his ancestors were long-lived 
people. That is, they generally be­ 
lieved in living longer than those w ho 
looked at things from a different stand­ 
point. Those who disagreed with Col­ 
orow fairly generally ran across each 
other in a better land. 
Ho was quite 
like all successful murderers, and re­ 
minded me in many ways of old man 
Bender in his more prosperous days. 
Still ho h 
an air about him which, 
though fla\ red with the past, still 
commanded respect,and w hen he asked 
a man at the table to please pass the 
butter, that man would drop every­ 
thing else he had on hand and pass the 
butter. 
Colorow' once jumped one of my 
mines, but I forgive bim now that he is 
dead. I did not criticise him at the 
time, for tho day he jumped the mine 
I jumped the country, and so I thought 
I would say nothing more about it. 
I 
had just been down the gulch a little 
way, and was returning. 
As I strolled 
on up the little trail I burst forth into

Chinamen are being smuggled into San 
Francisco in large numbers. 
The Eiffel tower in Paris is now about 
930 feet high. 
Mr. Hubbell, the United State* Minister 
to Japan, has signed a treaty of com­ 
merce, amity, and navigation with that 
empire. 
It is expected that a credit of $50,000,- 
000 will bo asked by the English govern­ 
ment, at the coming session of Parliament, 
for improving naval defenses. 
A total suspension of work on the Pana­ 
ma canal will occur the middle of March. 
A large number of discharged laborers 
have left the Isthmus. 
Galveston will celebrate its semi-centen­ 
nial in June next by a big interstate drill 
and national military encampment. Thirty- 
seven thousand dollars have been subscribed 
for the purpose. 
The American Consul-General at the 
capital of Corea telegraphs that a terrible 
famine prevails in the southern portion of 
that country. 
People are reduced to the 
last extremity, and many are starving. 
President Harrison has received a novel 
present from E. A. Augier of Peachtree 
Creek, Ga. 
It is a cannon-shell filled with 
bullets picked up on the Peachtree Creek 
battle field, where Gen. Harrison bad 
fought during the Atlanta campaign. 
The Kansas House of Representatives has 
received a petition from 132 of the citizens 
of Rooks county, mostly veterans, asking 
that artillery be employed at the expense 
of the State, “knowing from experience 
that heavy rains followed each battle or 
heavy cannonading, and believing that this 
fact indicates that man may produce rain­ 
fall by artificial perturbation of the atmos­ 
phere.’’ 
The Alaska seals have paid Uncle Sam 
for Alaska, which cost him $7,OOO,OCH). 
Since 1870 the Alaska Commercial Com­ 
pany has paid the Government $5,597,100 
for seals killed. 
Tile customs duty from 
Alaska seal skins dressed in Europe have 
yielded in round numbers about $4,000,000. 
By the new contract with the company the 
United States is to receive $50,000 per an­ 
num for ten years and $3.50 per head for 
each seal taken, the annual catch to be 
limited to 100,000 seals. 
The present year will witness the addi­ 
tion to the navy of at least five new ves­ 
sels, the Vesuvius, Yorktown, Charleston. 
Petrel and Baltimore, with the possibility 
of the Concord and Bennington joining the 
number. 
The Philadelphia and Newark 
will also bo launched next summer from 
Cramps’ yards, so that the coming fall will 
see the trial of naval vessels following one 
upon the other in quick succession. 
The 
work on the Concord and Bennington is 
being pushed steadily forward, and it is 
expected that both vessels will bo lauached 
before Jul v next
